COASTAL PHYTODIVERSITY OF PURI DISTRICT, ODISHA, INDIA

ABSTRACT 

The paper deals with the systematic account of plants from the coast of Puri district of Odisha 
comprising of 260 species of angiosperms under 195 genera belonging to 72 families. The flora consists of 
162 herbs, 27 climbers, 33 shrubs and 38 tree species. Micrococca mercurialis is recorded from the coasts of 
Ganjam and Puri districts of Odisha after a century. Leguminosae was the dominant family followed by 
Poaceae, Cyperaceae, Asteraceae, Rubiaceae, Verbenaceae and Asclepiadaceae. 

INTRODUCTION 

The coast line of India stretches over a length of 7,500km (Banerjee & al., 2002), of which, Odisha 
comprises 481km. Out of the six coastal districts of Odisha, Puri coast extends over 138km along the Bay of 
Bengal. The coast is mainly sandy and devoid of any rocky substratum. Parallel sand dunes and beach ridges 
ofl0-15m high are present in Puri coast. The width of the sandy coastal belt ranged from 100 to 1000m from 
the seawater (drift line) to the interior. The coastal plant community is divided into two distinct types - dry 
coastal plant community and wet coastal plant community. The former comprises strand flora whereas the 
later comprises mangroves. 

The strand flora of Puri coast has not been studied in detail, although some sporadic reports are available 
(Rao, 1974; Panda, 1992; Subudhi & al., 2002) on the coastal flora. In this paper, an attempt has been made to 
study in detail the strand flora of Puri district, Odisha. 

STUDY SITE 

Puri which is one of the central coastal districts of Odisha, lies between 19“ 28 and 20“ 14 N and between 85“ 
07 and 86°25 E. The district is bounded by Ganjam on the south, Jagatsinghpur on the north and Khurda district 
on the west (Fig. 1). Chilika, which is the biggest brackish water lagoon of Asia, is located on the southern portion 
of the district. The world famous Irrawaddy dolphin (locally known as Bhuasuni magar ) is found in the Chilika 
lagoon. The district experiences maritime monsoon climate with active south-west monsoon. 

Puri and Konark beaches are famous from religious point of view since centuries. Presently, these beaches 
are flooded with tourists from all parts of the world and the beach flora is affect drastically by anthropogenic 
activities. 

METHODS 

An extensive floristic survey of the sandy coast of Puri district was done during 2007-2010. The sandy coast, 
at places, is intercepted by wet areas including water bodies. Plants specimens collected from different localities 
along the coast during different seasons were dried and poisoned with saturated mercuric chloride solution with 
ethyl alcohol (Jain & Rao, 1977). The specimens were identified with the help of local floras (Haines, 1921- 
1925; Gamble 1915-1936; Saxena and Brahmam, 1994-1996) and the voucher specimens were deposited in the 
Herbarium of the Department of Botany, Berhampur University (BOTB), Odisha, India. Identification was also 
aided by visiting different State and National Herbaria such as Herbarium of Regional Plant Resource Centre, 
Bhubaneswar (REPRECENT), Herbarium of Institute of Minerals and Materials Technology, Bhubaneswar 
(RRL-B) and the Central National Herbarium of the Botanical Survey of India, Howrah (CAL). 

The specimens are enumerated indicating the scientific name followed by habit, ecology, locality with field 
numbers followed by local odia name. The field number(s) cited in the text is of Misra, M.K., Sahu, D. and

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Sahoo, R.C. The plant specimens are arranged according to Bentham and Hooker's system (1862-1883) of 
classification and the species are arranged under each family alphabetically. 

RESULTS 

The paper enlists 260 species under 195 genera and 72 families. Out of260 species, dicots represented 82% 
and monocots 18% (Table 1). Leguminosae was the dominant family followed by Poaceae, Cyperaceae, 
Asteraceae, Rubiaceae, Verbenaceae and Asclepiadaceae. The flora includes 162 herbs, 27 climbers, 33 shrubs 
and 3 8 tree species (Table 2).

DISCUSSION 

The distribution pattern of the Indian maritime strand flora can be divided into three types; first type includes 
all those plants showing complete fidelity to inner strand, the second type encompasses plants of mid / outer 
strand under the maritime influence, while the third type consists of plants from strand to inland extension 
(Rao,1974). 

During the study, only the sand strand flora is observed as no rock strand is present in the studied area. Some 
of the interesting elements of this strand flora are Cyperus arenarius, Ipomoea pes-caprae, Hydrophylax 
maritima, Sesuvium portulacastrum and Spinifex littoreus, etc. The plants which are under the second type are 
Calophylum inophyllum, Clerodendrum inerme, Leptadenia reticulata andMucuna monosperma. 

The plants which extend from the seashore towards the interior to inland are Calotropis gigantea, Cassytha 
filiformis, Drosera burmannii, Jatropha gossypifolia, Leptadenia reticulata, Premna latifolia and Vitex 
negundo, etc. 

Out of the 75 species of angiosperms reported from Odisha coast (Rao, 1974), the present study reports 
occurrence of 30 species in the Puri coast alone and 2 species, viz., Odenlandia stricta and Allmania nodiflora 
that were reported from this region for the first time. The study has brought out a number of species that are either 
rediscovered and / or new records for Odisha coast. Micrococca mercurialis which was last reported from 
Konark sandy coast (Flaines, 1921-1925) and from Ganjam coast (Fischer (1905) about a century ago. The 
species was also considered under threatened category (Saxena and Brahmam (1994-1996); during the present 
study, the species is now recollected both from Ganjam and Puri districts coast of Odisha.

Tephrosia purpurea (L.) Pers. subsp. purpurea var. maritime Haines, an endemic species to Odisha coast, 
Passiflora suberosa and Vigna adnantha are collected for the first time from Puri district during the study. 

The species such as Acanthospermum hispidum, Drosera burmannii, Passiflora suberosa, Pavonia 
zeylanica and Vigna adenantha are rare to the area. 

Many of the exotic species invaded in to the coastal area are naturalized and few of them spread to such an 
extent that they are threat to the growth of native species. The species such as Antigonon leptopus, Chromolaena 
odorata, Hyptis suaveolens and Parthenium hysterophorus are the most notorious invasive aliens. The loss of 
native flora in the coast may be attributed to human habitation, privatization of common property resources of the 
coastal villages (Sahoo and Misra, 1994) and industrialization including establishment of hotels on the beach. 

The old beefwood ( Casuarina equisetifolia) plantation in the coast provides a congenial environment for the 
growth of many species, such as Aristolochia indica, Asystasia gangetica, Ceropegia candelabrum, Coccinia 
grandis, Emilia sonchifolia, Hybanthus enneaspermus, Micrococca mercurialis,Pergularia daemia, Sida 
cordifolia, Solanum trilobatum and Tylophora indica. Many species such as Azadirachta indica, Lannea 
coromandelica and Morinda pubescens that are common within the beefwood plantations, and provide a 
livelihood to the local people. 

The plant resources of the coast of Puri district are ecologically and economically very important. Different 
parts of kia ( Pandanus odorifer), a semi-natural plant, are used by the local people (Panda & al., 2001) for 
various purposes. Besides, coconut ( Cocos nucifera ) and cashew ( Anacardium occidentale) are important 
economic resources of the coast. Most of these plantations are owned by the local villagers and are not managed 
properly that need scientific management as well as proper utilization of the products. Proper market for these 
products is to be created for the economic improvement of these local people. 
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
